But ſince there were, are, and 
will be (in all Likelihood) People who will 
not own and acknowledge their Princes to 
be in all Cauſes, and over all Perſons, as well 
Eccleſiaſtical as Civil, Supreme Heads and 
Governours, the Canon muſt ftHl ſtand: in its 
full Force, as the Injunctions, for their time, 
did: And that Matter is not now queſtion d; 
but whether, ſince the Cuſtom of giving the 
People a ſhort Time to ſay their Prayers in, 
is ceaſed, and has not been uſed theſe hun- 
dred Vears laſt paſt, for any thing that I can 
learn, whether, I ſay, it be ſtill reaſonable to 
continue the Cuſtom of Bidding Prayers, in 
the Way that Dr. Heylin means? For, as for 
the Peoples recollecting the Heads recom- 
mended to them, and tacitly preſenting them 
to God in their Devotions, or comprehend- 
ing them in the Lord's Prayer. That is cer- 
tainly done much better, and with leſs Trou- 
ble, and leſs Danger of Neglect, by the Mi- 
niſter's turning the Canon intoa Prayer, and 
the peoples joining with him in- eyery part 
and petition of it, as well as with the Lord's

Prayer, at the Cloſe of all. And, aſter this 
long Digreſſion, I come again to ſay, that 
Dr. Parker, by uſing fo often the Firſt per- 
ſon plural; — Noſtris—proſternamus, invo- 
cemus, efficiamur, & precemur— did certain- 
ly pray himſelf for thoſe Particulars, as well; 
as bid the Audience do ſo. And ſince Biſhop: 
Andrews calls upon his Audience to join with 
him in prayer, and uſes the phraſes, Inuite- 
mus, huc Numen; precemur, & preces oſfera- 
mus; I ſhall take him to be on my ſide of 
this Queſtion, 'till I ſee more Reaſon to the 
Contrary.

I believe, is, that in each place they are go- 
vern d by Cuſtom and Example; in Cambridge 
they hear of nothing but Bidding of Prayer;

the Sermon : But I do not hear that they ſo 


far complement their Unzver/ity- fudgment, 
as to prefer it before their Town- judgment, 
or think they were better Obſervers of the 


Canon heretofore, than they are now. In the 


Untverſity, peoples Heads may be ſubtile and 


diſtinguiſhing enough, to call the LVth Canon

little plainer, and to require ſome bettet Proof 
of the LVth Canons being a Form of Prayer, 

than merely becauſe it ends with the Lord's 
Prayer. The Lord's Prayer can make nothing 
to be a Form of Prayer, that is not ſo with- 
out it; tis a moſt bleſſed Ad) unct, but it 
changes not the Nature of What it is joined 
to; and tho it is a moſt comprehenſive Prayer, 
and that in the uſing it, we are underſtood” 
to pray (as our Catechiſm does admirably 
well explain it) for all things nebuful buth to 
the Soul and Body: Yet neither Injunttion,” 
nor Canon would evet truſt the Rings Titles, 
nor thoſe of Archbiſhops, to the Lord's 
Prayer, but mentions them expteſſy, and as 
expreſly requires them to be prayed for by 
Name, and that too, long before they come 
to conclude with the Lord's Prayer. 80 chat 
it is not the Lord's Prayer that makes the 
LVth Canon to be a Form of Prayer. The 
Title of it is — The Form of a Prayer, but 
it is not of it ſelf a Prayer, till the Miniſter 
make it ſo, by turning the Subſtance of it 
into a Prayer, and then moving the people 
to join with him in it. e fall pray (ſays 
the Miniſter to the people) for Chriſts Holy 
Catholic Church, &c. But is this all! No 
certainly; the Canon ſays, The Miniſters fhall 
move the people to join with them Miniſters 
in Prayer for Chriſt's Holy Catholick Church, 
&c. And now let the Miniſters ſee how this 
can be done without therr praying for Chriſt's, 
1 © Holy 


Hoh Catholic Church, &c. The Injunction: 
of Henry, Edward, and Elizabeth, did none 
of them (as I have before obſery'd) command 
the Miniſter, in expreſs Words; to join in 
Prayer with the people, but only to bid the 
people pray, but yet the Reaſon of the thing 
often conftrain'd them to do it, without Dom? 
mand. So Biſhop Latimer; I pray you all 
to pray with me to Gad, &c. And ſo again, 
—T pray you ro helpme with your Prayers, &c: 
And fo Biſhop Gardmer, — I ſpall defire you 
all.that we may jointly pray all together for, &c. 
But this the Canon of 1 603 expreſly requires 
of the Miniſter ; and indeed without his making 
himſelf a party in the Prayer, tis a vain thing 
to command him (as the Preface plainly doth) 
to move the people to join with him in pray- 
ing for, Sc. As to Biſhop Cummings, I can 
make no Anſwer to it, having ſeen his /7- 
fitation- Articles only, but none of his Prayers: 
But ſince the Authority of Archbiſhop Fan- 
croft is cited on this Occaſion, I have his 
Prayer by me, and am content that the Mat- 
ter in Debate ſhould be wliolty determined 
by it, and will therefore tranſcribe it, make 
oe few Obſervations on it, and leave it tO 
your Judgment. ©

terbury; but I did not think his Authority 
would ever be brought, in fayour of Bidding 
Prayer; for as you ſee, he does not adhere 


to the Letter of the Canon, nor uſe the 


Words, Pray ye, or, Jou ſpall pray, but 
roundly turns the Canon into a Prayer, and 
then, with good Senſe and Propriety, he 


moves the people (as the Canon bids him) to 
join with him in praying for, Oc. And tho 


he once ſays, — I am to require you, moſt eſpe- 


5 to pray ack the King's moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, 
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Ma ety, —yet having made himſelf a patty 
before in every ſingle Petition, as well as in 
all that follows, | tis plain that he alſo effectu- 
ally joins in praying for the King, in moſt 
eſpecial manner, and no Man can think other- 
wiſe of him, than that he prays himſelf for 
the King, as well as deſites the people to do 
ſo, if he will conſider the whole together. 
Let but the Miniſter ule the j##/# perſon plural, 
at the beginning of his Prayer, and moye the 
people to pray with him, and tho he-thonld 
after wards ſlip into, Te ſhall, it will be taken 
for granted that he joins in Prayer with the 
Congregation, and they with him 
Another thing obſervable in Archbiſhop 
Sancroft , is, that altho he takes in N 55 
every Word of the Canon into his Prayer, ye 
he adds very near as much more of his own 
compoſing 1 to it, (Which 1 have diſtinguifh' d 
by this L] Mark) and yet I do not believe 
he has offended. one jot againſt the Cauom ili 
ſo doing, that Rule efpecially, —As briefly 
as comventently they may,— for 1 do nor find 
a Word impertinent therein. But it is no 
great matter What I think, I will leave it to 
you, or any indifferent perfon elſe, to judge 
whether the Preacher himſelf belie vd he of: 
fended againſt the LVth Canon, in making 
this Prayer before his Sermon. You may be 
confident he had the Canon before his Eyes, 
for he tranſcribes it almoſt every Word. You 
ate ſure, in the next place, that he turns it in- 
I : to 
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to a Prayer; 0 as to the Form, he copies 
exactly from the Canon, he inſiſts upon every 
Head mention d therein according to the Or- 
der and Method there ſet down, for the Ca- 


tholick- Church, the Churches of England, 
Scotland, and 1 reland, for the King as Su- 
preme, the Royal Family, the Clergy, Nobi- 
lity,, Magiſtracy, and Commonalty of the 


Realm, &c. And laſtly, he does it with all 


convenient Brevityz his Words are * 
ſignificant, and few. He has, in ſhort, ob- 


ſervd the three Rules mention d in the Pre- 


face as exactly as any: Man could wiſh. 2. e. 
(1.) To pray: (2.) To pray in the like Form 
With that preſcribd: And (3.) To pray with 
a reaſonable Conciſeneſs. And he who care- 
fully obſerves theſe three Rules, in making 
his Prayer before Sermon, ſhall certainly hit 
the Mind and Purpoſe of thoſe who made the 


Canon; for if they had not intended a Prayer, 


what ded the Title to be, —The Form 
4 Prayer? Why did they bid the. Miniſter 


move the people to join with him.in Prayer ? 


And if they indeed intended this Form, and 
no other, why did they add, —or to this Ef- 
fet?, — in hunc aut femilem Modum, after 
this or the like Manner ? And laſtly, If they 
intended the very Words of the Canon, and 
no other to be usd, how abſurd was it to 
add, — as briefly as conveniently they may, 
Summaria (quantum licet) brevitate? For, an 
unaltcrable Number, can neither be more nor 
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leſs than it now is; nor a Form of Prayers 
from which Men muſt not vary, be either 
longer or er than is et down; as is before 
obleryd. 

Another Objection i 18, that if any Liberty 
be allowed to vary from the Words of the 
Canon, the Men of Vanity, Conceitednęſs, 
and Indiſeęretion, of warm Heads, and yolu- 
ble Tongues, will run into all Extravagance, 
| make lamentable Work of it, and vent the 
| Folly that comes uppermoſt , without con- 

troul. The Anſwer to this, is, that there is 
| no Help for'it; no Caution is ſufficient to 
b guard againſt all Inconveniencies. The Ca. 
i non does allow ſome Liberty, and diſcreet 
: Men will uſe it well, and the indiſcreet will 
certainly abuſe it; and the ſame Objection 
lies againſt Preaching, as well as Praying, 
and no Limitations or Reſtraints can poſ- 
ſibly prevent a vain and indiſcreet Preacher, 
from venting vain, falſe, and' indiſcreet Mat- 
ter, let the Rules preſcrib d to him be never 
ſo good and reaſonable. Let a Man (as I ſaid 
aboye) but carefully obſerve the Rules pre- 
ſcrib'd him in the Canon, in compoſing his | 
Prayer before Sermon, and there will be no 
place for this Objection: "Tis the Neglect of 
theſe Rules that occafions all the Miſchiefs 
that proceed from the Abuſe of Pulpit-Prayers: 4 
', Of this I will give you a Proof beyond Excep- 
n tion, and it is, — The Prayer for the whole

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Earth; a is, in good Truth, but the 
Subſtance of the Canon turn d into a Prayer, 
by a moſt diſcreet and careful Hand; and if 
the King's Title of Supreme Head, had been 
added to his Name, in this Addreſs to God, 
it Kh not been at all 1 improper, nor made 
it leſs a Prayer than it now is. And if the 
Wiſdom 15 our Gover nours had appointed 
this for the Form of Prayer, before Sermons, 
I wonder, who would have been diſpleaſed, 
or would haye exchanged it for an Injunc- 
tion to Bid Prayers, But ſince it is order d 


otherwiſe, the next thing moſt defirable, is, 


that a Prayer as ncar. to this as the Words 
of the Canon will admit, ſhould, be compos d, 
ot that the Words, Ze ſhall, ſhould be chang d 
into the more comprehenſive ones, and much 
more proper ones, Let us prax. 

The laſt Objection i is, that if the 8 
tion in 1603, had intended a formal Prayer 


before Sermon, they could and would have 


order'd it ſo, and not have worded the Ca- 
non as they have done, to leave it under any 
Doubt. The Anſwer. to this is, That the 
Preachers had been accuſtom'd to this Way 
of Bidding Prayers, between ſixty and ſeven- 
ty Years, by the Injunttions of Henry VIII. 
Edward VI. and Queen Elizabeth; and the 

Injunction. of the laſt had been in uſe for forty- 
four Ycars ; and tis very probable that every 
ſingle Man in the Convocation there preſcnt,

And this Title was 
very proper, for the Preacher did bid the 
people pray, and told them for whom and 
_ they were to pray. So was the Titie 

to Queen Eligabethis In funttion, The Form 
of Bidding the Prayers to le und generally 
in this uniform Sort: And this was alſo very 
proper and ſuitable to what follow d, 72 Hull 

pray for, &c. And if the Convocation in 1603 


2 made uſe of, and preſerved the ſame Ti- 


tle, as they made uſe gf the ſame Injunttion 


of Elizabeth, almoſt Word for Word, there 


would have been no more Doubt how the 
Canon was to be-comply'd with, than there 


was about the Infunction. But when the Con- 


vocation fixes a very ſolemn Title to the Canon, 


—The Form of a Prayer to be us dby Preach-' 


ers before their Sermons, — Who that reads no 
farther, would not expect a Prayer ſhould fol- 
low? And who that reads the Title in Latin, 
—Precationis Formula, à Concionatoribus, 

in 
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in Concionum Vfuarum I. nereſſu, imitanda ;\ 
would not expect to find a Form of Prayer 
ſet down, which the Preacher muſt uſe, or 
make one like it? And vrho can read the Pre- 
face of the Canon, either in Latin or Engliſh, 
who does not naturally expect the Miniſter 
himſelf ſhould uſe fome Form of Prayer, in 
which he is to move the people 1 join with 
him? To reconcile the Canon therefore with 
its Title and. its Preface, there ought to be 
a Prayer, in which the Miniſter is to be in- 
cluded and concerned, and in this Prayer he 
is to pray for the particulars mention d in the 
Canon, with their proper Titles; and this is 
to be done with all convenient Brevity; and 
in this Prayer the people are to be movd 
to join, and go along with him, in their 
Minds: And laſtly, this Prayer is to be con- 
cluded and ſhut up with the Lord's Prayer. 
Now the: ſhorteſt and moſt unexceptionable 
Way of doing this, is, by turning the Canon 
into a Prayer, by ſaying, Let us pray, in- 
ſtead of, Ze ſhall pray, which is what I ad- 
vile you to do; tho' I dare ſay, you ſee the 
Canon gives you much more Liberty, if there- 
be any Senſe in either its Title or its Pre- 
face, as you will certainly conclude there 
ought to be, when you remember who they 
were that made them. And indeed, I am 
ſo reaſonably aflur'd of this Liberty, that were 
you not juſt now entring upon the Miniſtry, 
and oonſequently not accuſtom d to any Form 
of 
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of your own bien or of any others, 


I ſhould- have left you free, to have taken 
what Courſe you ſhould. have thought beſt, 
provided you had obſery'd the Rules preſcrib'd 
in the Canon, with reſpect to the Perſons, 
Titles, and the Time, againſt which I think 
your good Senſe would have kept you from 
offending; But, it may be, I ſhall not be 
thought to have anſwer d this laſt Objection 
thoroughly, without conſidering what was 
done in the Convocation, in 1640, as it is re- 
preſented by Pr. Heylin, in the Life of Arch- 
biſhop Laud. p. 442. 


« Many had taken Exception againſt the 
<« tying up of Preachers to the Form of Prayer, 
appointed to be us d before their Sermons, 
Canon LV, for whoſe Relief therein, a 
< ſhort Prayer was drawn, containing all the 
4 Heads of that in the Canon; and being 
ſo drawn up, it was to have been tendred 
« by the Hands of one of the Clergy, who 


<« would have undertaken, that it ſhould be 


« univerſally receiv'd by all thoſe which dif- 
“ lik d the others: But the Archbiſhop choſe 
rather to adhere to the Canon, than venture 
“ on any new Experiment; that Canon be- 
« ing founded on the Injunctions of Queen 
« Elizabeth, and King Edward VI, at the 
« firſt Reformation, and ſo the Ippoſition 
c“ fell, without meeting farther. 

This (faith old Dr. Richard Sherlock) e. 
vinceth: ſi ſufficiently the ſaid: Canon to be no 
| Prayer ; 
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Prayer; nor for lawfully to be altered and 
»ſed Prayer-wiſe. That the Canon is Not, 
as it ſtands worded, it ſelf a Prayer, is e- 
vinced ſufficiently from the Comvoration's of. 
dering a Prayer to be made out of It, com- 
prizing all the Heads of the Canon, in ſhort: 
But, that ſach a Prayer as this (ſuppoſing it 
well made) might not lawfully be usd by 
the Preacher before his Sermon, is by no 
means ſufficiently evinced from-the Archbi- 
ſhop's chuſing rather to adhere to the Canon, 
than to venture on any-new-Experiment ; nor 
is the letting fall this Propoſition, to be look d 
upon as a Determination of the Clergy in the 
Caſe of Pulpit- Prayer. Whoever conſiders 
the troubleſome” Times, the evil Diſpoſttion 
of people's Minds, and the ſad Circumſtances _ 
with which the Archbiſhop was then ſurround- 
ed, will ſee more Cauſe to wonder that he 
ventur'd upon any thing, in Convocation , q 
than that he did no more. He made too 
many new Experiments in that unfortunate 
Aſſernbly, by every one he made; and had he 
made a "Hundred more, not one of them 
would have been well taken at his Hands, he 
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x was at that Time ſo unpopular. I know not 
=. that a Prayer from Heaven would, in that 
MM national religious Frenzy, have gone down 
* with oug diftemperd Lecturers and People, 

"Il or would not have been thought a Stenring 
Ft of the Spirit. And indeed, the preſcribing 
1 a certain Form of Prayer to be usd by all 
4 Preachers

than he Canon it ſelf is; 25 in the Prayer, 
the very Words to be usd are preſcrib'd;

ſerves, leaves Men at liberty to uſe their own 
Words; It was not, he ſays, p. 1 5 2. the 
Charch's purpoſe to bind her Miniſters p re. 
eiſely to the Words which are there (i. e. in 
the Canon) laid doum, but that in that very 
Form of Words, or other Words to that Efe 
feet; they &c. The Refuſal therefore of the 
Archbiſhop to admit the Canon thus turn d 
into a Prayer, at this time, is, in my Opi- 
nion, a Proof of nothing, but that he thought 
it was unſeaſonable. He might moreoyer find 
ſome Fault in the Compoſition, and think it 
was not well altered: He might diſlike the 
Parties employ'd in it: He might think it bets 
ter to leave People to uſe their own Diſcre. 
tion, than to confine them to another's Words: 
He might, in ſhort, have ſeveral Reaſons to 
reject the Form offered, of which we know 
nothing, without once thinking that it Was 
unlawful to alter the Words of the Canon, 
or to turn it into a Prayer: Nor can any one 
form a reaſonable Judgment from hence, that 
the Clergy thought a Pulpit- Prayer unlawful, 
or not fit to be us d, becauſe this Prgpoſal of 
turning the Canon into a Prayer did not ſuc- 
ceed in the Convocation. They muſt be great 
Sanger to the Methods of proceeding in

ſolution made by them. It happens, doubt, 
in theſe Aſſemblies, as it does in all others, 
equally numerous, that Chance and Humour 
make as many Determinations for and againſt, 
as either Reaſon or Judgment does.

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for a ſtated Prayer before aud after Yermons, 
and the Lower · Houſe appoint a Committee to 
compile-a/Prayer before (leaving out after) Ser- 
mon; but nothing came of it; this Deſign, 
like a great many others, fell, without any 
Reaſon that we knowy of. The Dehatesthat 
were held betwixt the Epiſcopal and Presby- 
terian Divines in the Savoy, were for, and 
againſt private Perfons takins Liberty to make 
private Prayers of their own, before and after 
Sermons; which a ſtated Prayer appointed by 
the Convocation would certainly have pre- 
vented, and anſwer'd all Objections: And 
how it came to miſcarry I know not: I am 
only concern d, under this Head, to affirm
